~Reel Recovery participant 
Rejuvenating Retreats 
Michiganders who have 
survived cancer, or who are 
currently battling the dis- 
ease, can enjoy remarkably 
therapeutic fly fishing re- 
treats as part of the Reeling 
and Healing or Reel Recov- 
ery programs. The former is 
offered for ladies while the 
latter is geared towards 
men. Most of the Reeling 
and Healing retreats are on 
the pristine Holy Waters of 
the Au Sable River at Gates 
Au Sable Lodge in Grayling. 


The men’s retreat is offered 
once a year at Ranch 
Rudolph on the banks of the 
Boardman River near Tra- 
verse City. Ranch Rudolph 
also has ponds stocked with 
trout that provide great 
practice for the gentlemen 
in fly presentation and fish 
landing. 

Ihave had the privilege 
to volunteer several times as 
a fishing buddy for both pro- 
grams and they have been 
some of the most rewarding 
experiences of my life. Dur- 
ing the two to three day re- 
treats participants learn all 
aspects of fly fishing-from 
casting to fly tying, and 
aquatic insects to safe catch 
and release techniques. In 
both programs participants 
get ample opportunities to 
fish in ponds and rivers and 
almost always have some 
luck.

Be- 
cause of the congenital con- 
dition, Zach’s heart was 
pumping only 23 percent of 
the normal blood volume! 

“We were extremely 
worried about Zach’s heart 
condition in addition to the 
cancer. In one day his heart 
stopped beating three differ- 
ent times!” recalled his 
mom, Toni Dubois.
